« THE HERMITAGE 


Bill Wilson was born in Ireland, came to Utah and built a large sawmill above Ogden. The 
lumber was needed to build houses for all the immigrants coming into Utah. His mill was 
powered by the fast-flowing Ogden River. He was a large man, over 6 feet tall, and over 300 
pounds. People crowded around to hear him tell stories, and he often sent wagon loads of free 
firewood to needy families in Ogden. 


The problem with lumber mills is that eventually all the timber in the area is cut down, and the 
mill must close. His mill pond was already a popular boating and swimming spot, so in 1905. 
Billie Wilson built a first class hotel above the pond. There was central heating and modern 
plumbing, electric lights, a dance floor, a merry-go-round, and public and private dinning rooms. 
The menu offered mountain trout, quail, pheasant, partridge, steak, or oysters. Rich and famous 
people from all over the world came to enjoy "The Hermitage." Guests included presidents 
William Howard Taft, and Theodore Roosevelt, and Italian composer Leon Pavalli. 


Billie Wilson died in the flu epidemic in 1918. The Hermitage continued to operate until 1939 
when it was destroyed by a huge explosion and fire. 


Tokens from the Hermitage are rare, and in high demand.
